Here are some notes regarding. care and mainten- 
ance of portable fire extinguishers issued by 
the Fire Offices: Committee Fire Protection 
Association in London: 


Portable fire appllances should 
not be removed. from. their ‘al- 
lotted positions. The provisiun of 
brackets, shelves or base blocks 
will help to make it evident when 
any are ‘missing from thelr pro- 
per places. 


Extinguishers should be ree 
charged Immediately after use 
and ono refill for every extingul- 
sher should be kept always avail- 
oble for thls purpose. 


Inspection and testing by the 
manufociurers or other qualified 
persons is recommended, ar 
Perlodical reconditioning and 
pressure-testing of the outer con- 
tulners can ‘then bo included. 
The date of inspection should ba 
indelibly recorded) on a label 
securely ‘ attachcd to the ocx- 
tingulsher, 


‘The -regular inspection -and 
Perlodical discharge“of cach ex- 
tingulsher as recommended will 
provide a suitable opportunity for 
‘thorough examination and thd 
testing of samples to a hydraulic 
test of 350-lbs. a square inch, 
Such. a-pressure test should be 
carried out at least-. every five 
years, The perfodical dischargo 
of extinguishers can usefully bo 
conibined «with { demonstrations 
and training. 


Soda acid extinguishors 


Soda acid extinguishers should 
he kept properly filled up to, but 
not above the waterline. After 
use they should be thoroughly 
washed out befow& recharging, 
Care should be taken to protect 
all movable parts from corrosion 
ond to see that /they are not so 
tight of to restrict opcration, or 
#0 loose that they allow gas to 
escape, : 


Soda acid extinguishers gencr- 
ally retain -their efficiency for 
several years without re-charging 
but they should be inspected once 
a year particular care being taken 
to ensure that the nozzle, hosa 
(if any), and discharge tube ara 


in good condition and perfectly| 


{rce from obstruction and corro- 
ston and 20 per cent should bo 
tested by discharge each: year in 
rotation su that every extinguisher 
is discharged at Icast once every 
Ave years, Inspection should in- 
clude exumination tof the acid 
and alkali charges, the solution 
level, the plunger and also the 
contuiner and orifices, 


Water (gos expelled) extin- 
nulshers requitc the same gen- 
eral maintenunce and perlodical 
discharge as the soda acid ex- 
tinguishers, Where the CO2 gua 
fe alored os'a iiguld under high 
pressuice the cylinder needs In- 
epection every five years. 


Whore it Ie stored ae 2 gas 


under lower pressure it neede 
Inapection every year. In the 
case of steel contafners parti- 
cular care ahould be taken to 
examine for corrosion especial. 
ly at. the water Ine. 


The contents of both the inner 
and outer containers of the types 
of foam extinguishers must be 
maintained at the correct level. 
Core should be taken to cnaure 
that oll moving ‘parts are work- 
ing properly and that the nozzle 
is. not obstructed in any way. 


Feam oxtinguishers should be]. 


examined every six months and 
$0 per cent should be tested by 
discharge every ycar, in rotation, 
-so that every extinguisher ts dis- 
charged at lenst once every two 
years, 


There is ao - visible check on’ 


the state of the contenta of care 
bon dioxide extinguishers and 
they: should be weighed at Icast 
once a year,’ If any leakage, as 
Indicated by loss of . weight, is 
detected, the extinguishers should 
be sent for recharging. 


Continual Joss of contents by 
evaporation is .a serious problem 
with carbon tetrachloride cx- 
tinguishers. They should be in- 
gpected at intervals not exceed- 
{ng one month so that any losses 
from this cause may be mado 
good. 


The strainer of portable pumps 
should be kept clean, A little 
greose should be kept on the 
pump rod, the nozzle should be 
kept clean Jand screwed home 
and the connection of the hose 
to tne pump be kept sound. 


Care ‘should also be staken to 
see that’ any ball valves do not 
become fixed through lack of use. 
Portable pumps should be kept 
filled with ‘water and they should 
be tested at intervals of appro- 
ximately one month by being put 
into use. The water container 
should be examined for rusting | 
and corrosion,
